"THE FISCAL AGBX'iV'-[Nu. VII.)
Having thus examin?d the constitutional power o

Congress to establish this new "Fiscal Agent," alias
JV«tional Hunk, in a few brief and discursive remarks,
it only remains for tne to investigate its claims to ex¬

pediency, which I shall do in the briefest manner pos¬
sible.

If it were not for the proncness of man to forget the
past, so far as it may avail him in directing to the future,
I would say that the experience of two National Banks,
running through a period of forty years of our history,
would satisfy every Republican of the immoral, corrupt
tendencies, and danger to Republican government
of such institutions. There is nothing in them valua¬
ble, except perhaps a lit lie more uniformity in the vaiue
of their notes, and the factitious enlargement of tfie

Homing capital of the country which they produce,
while they are replete with moral and political evil, and
carry danger to Republican institutions and to public
virtue in their every step.
This new scheme proposes a capital of $30,000,000,

which may be enlarged to $.">0,000,000: winch, when
paid, will authorise this corporation to throw into cir¬
culation $IH),000,000, which may. if the capital be en¬

larged, be extended to .n 1">(I,000,000. Let us imagine
to ourselves the power and influence, which a sing*'
corporation will possess with a floating circulation c>t

$!H>,(l0(i,Oi!O or §; 150,000,000 '' A corporation having^
the countencncc and tndurstmtnt of the Government,
what may it not dor I have never had an}* fear that a

Bank, with whatever capital, would be able to overturn

the Government. No, 1 never entertained any such idle
fears as thai; my fears have been, and are, that the
Government and Hank combined, may overturn the
liberties of the people. Tiie military and money power
acting in concert will be formidable and dangerous, and
will be too strong for the people.
This will be a central institution, and by the aid of its

immense capital and superior ctt-dit acquired from its
national endorsement, will drive all other paper out of
circulation, fill up its channels, and exercise a con- j
trolling influence over the property, produce and labor
of the country. All rivalry between that and Slate in-

stitutions will be destroyed, and a universal demand for
National Bank paper be the result. Cananv person be
at a loss to know what will be the result of such a state
of things? If he can, he has lived and studied the his¬
tory of human nature to little purpose. If in the pro¬
gress of this institution, it shall be foiiL'd, that the capi¬
tal now authorized is sufficient to efTect these ureal ob¬
jects, the same power w inch creat'-d may enlarge it,!
until it shall be sufficient to compass everv thing..
Does not every one perceive, that if the National Bank
paper shall circulate to a sufficient amount and continue
to receive the endorsement of the Government, it
will fill up every channel of circulation and drive out
all State bank competition1 and if it shall, will not everv
interest be subordinate to its control1 And vet, those
who profess to !i- S ; Rights men are giving in to the
support cfthls mo;.»:r:'i!<schetne.for monstrous, I call
it, and monstrous it «v il prove to be.

But how is tins mighty mass of paper to jet afloat ?
15v loans r and tu « h»ui r To the merchants and spe¬
culators. who, not content with the use of the means
which a fair and honest course of trade affords, must
needs have an artificial cstabl shuient to afford them ar¬

tificial means.means which are employed, not for the
i oprovemrnt and wealth of the nation at large, but t! e
.nterest of a select class of individuals.a class which,
whatever may be the destiny of our country.whether
it repose in the arms of monarchy, or be subject to the
iron sway of despotism, will be uppermost and in favor
.a class which will feel but few of those exactions and
oppressions which tyranny inflicts. These the produc¬
ing and laboring classcs always have to bear.
There are corrupt and dangerous tendencies in all

banking institutions, great and small ; but these may
be checked and overruled by a wholesome competition.
Tins Bank will destroy all competition.centralize ail
these corrupt and dangerous tendencies, and radiate
them, without resistance, from the centre to the circum-1
ference of this vast Union, subjecting all interests to its
control. A irrrat central Government, possessed of all
powers of legislation, would be no more dangerous to
liberty than a great central moneyed power, operating
without competition, over the whole Union, aided bv
the influence of the Government It controls the
States by its power, commands the support of mer¬

chants and speculators by its discounts, buys up the
citizens by its seductions, and seduces, by its tempta¬
tions, the Government itself, in all its departments.
Virtue aud intelligence may resist these consequences;
but virtue and intelligence inav be, as they have been,
overcome by such strong1 temptations. The present
generation may be proof against such tempting' and
mighty influences, and yet it may be overcome by their
strength. Take away this loaning power, and 1 will
venture to say, that all the clamor about a sound and
uniform currency ceases.
And for what are the institutions of the countrv, the

purity of the Government, the virtue of the people,
and the liberties of the country, to he subjected to this
severe trml.this torturing ordeal: To add to the
means of adventurers and speculators, and enable them
to realize larger profits.to build up a wealthy class..
And what is the specious pretext under which this ob¬
ject is to be effected: Under the uelus.ve pretext of a
sound and uniform currency.to save a small discount
to traders and speculators on State bank paper or

drafts. This is but a small lax to be paid for that se¬

curity, which State bank competition presents against
the demoralizing and dangerous influence of a great,
central, monied power" A very small price for the va¬

lue of the security which it atf-rds. But this saving
t«> the trader and speculator is no saving to the coun¬
try; but saddles upon the country all the expenses in
c di nt to a National Bank fur their benefit. The peo¬
ple d<> not profit, but risk all for this little saving to
speculators and traders. The only difference between
.<30,000,000 of capital hi National Bank and State
Bank paper is the brokerage; which the States might re

gnlate themselves without the aid of a National Bank
Let the Government receive in pivment of public dues
sound State bank paper, and the Slates negotiate a pro¬
per system of exchange; and 1 will venture to say, that
an ample remedy will be applied for all the evils which
now afllict the currency and exchanges. But, at any

event, before we hazud all the consequences of a Nil
tional Bank, let us make a fair trial of the State institu¬
tions.
Another effect of tins new scheme will be to subject

the trade and agriculture of the whole country to the
domination of two or three large cities.perhaps to a

smirle one. The interest of the Bank will prompt it
to look to that location, which at present nflords the
greatest prospects of success.where it cau lend and
shave most extensively and most profitably.and that
will be New York.aspiring, ambitions and enterpris¬
ing N-'vv York, already possessing means and influ¬
ence sufficient to command and control all the com¬

mercial interests of the country.indeed, to make her.
as she rs, the mistress of the Union. How long will
the South.the agricultural South.hug her chains
and submit to this domination? How long will she tax
her industry and enterprise to pay tribute to New
York? 1 have not time to enlarge upon this subject.
it is too prolific for a newspaper essay. I barely touch
upon the prominent points to draw the attention of my
countrymen to them, and a-ouse them to a sense of the
dangers to which they are exposed.to arouse Virgi¬
nia. valorous, chivalrous and Republican \ irginia, tot

What is there, then, o| diller-
ence between the tfirasures of tlie elder and younger
Adams, which aroused 6uch a spirit of refinance to

their administrations throughout the country, that both

were overthrown? and why does not the same spirit
stimulate us to acion now? Happily, the present Ad¬

ministration has not identified itseii with all those

measures, which were formerly repudiated and de¬

stroyed bv the Republican party, and I hope it may
not.1 believe it will not.

In making these remarks, 1 do not intend to question
the patriotism or impeach the motives of any of the

friends of the measures to which I allude. 1 heir pa¬
triotism and their honesty I do not doubt; but I regard
these measures as great and dangerous errors, and so

viewing them, must so treat them. I cannot look upon
erroneous measures, particularly those of a delusive
and insidious character, with any the less allowance,
because of the integrity and patriotism of those who

support them. I cannot consent to the ruin of the

consequences are the same.free institutions ruined
and liberty destroyed. The errors of Van Buremsm
were great.very great. They were calculated to

draw around the Executive a cordon of p.nver which
would render it omnipotent. The measures by which

they are proposed to be succeeded will produce the
same effects as to the National Government. In either
case, the result will be the same.the rights of the
States will fall, and the liberties of the p;-op!e perish;
and that posterity, to which we owe frit institutions
and liberty, receive the inheritance desp 'tum and

To John Tvlkr, 1'resident of tin Untied States.
Sik In tracing the political history of the l". S,

nothing is so remarkable as the steady and rapid in¬

crease of the powers of the Federal Government, and

the corresponding depression and degradation ot the

State authorities. Vet, in every particular affecting
the balance of power between them, tiie Constitution
remains precisely what it was immediately at;> r the

adoption of those few declaratory amendments whirh

were nearly coeval with the ( onslitution itselt, and

which were mainly intended to guard the rights ot the
States. I shall not stop to enumerate particulars .
The general fact is one of whirl) ail are aware, who

j are old enough to remember thi!!.:* as they were, but

forty years ago, and who are capabie ot' understanding
I things as they are now.

j To those who believe that, unde^ a great centra! Go

j vernment, wielding all the powers of a vast cons..hda-
ted Empire, and legislating supremely over every right

land every interest, the rights and interests of unn.ifi.
ties cannot be safe from the rapacious tyranny of ma¬

jorities, it is hardiy necessary to say that tins change is
l«>r the worse. Some indeed. I ke Alexander Hamil¬
ton, may look with complac-ucv to the establishment
of an independent power in the Government, para¬
mount to the will of the majority, sustaining itself bv
its own strength, and controlling s'.ike the caprices, and
the sober and deliberate will of the I'eople. Such mav

anticipate, in the end, the best revtslts from this pro¬
gressive change. Asyet, there ar<?»»iot many sueh : hut
he must be poorly qualified to understand the working
of Governments, who has not leaiCed, both from rea¬

son and experience, that such a change must eventuate
>n a universal conviction of the necessity for a -'real and
independent power in the Executive head of the nation.
1 use the word nation here in its proper sense, for, in that
state of things, the I'nion w ul<! have ceased to *.<c;<t
When that time comes, it w.Il be found, that, though
a President inav successfully exercise the Executive
powers of the i nion, the stronger hand of a AV/ig
will be necessary to sway the sceptre of a mi<*hiv em¬

pire. It i* now known, that s me of the most promi¬
nent members of the Federal Convention, at first, con¬

ceived the plan of a .Vitlionul Government, with a su¬

preme Legislature of undefined powers, surmounted
by a supreme Executive, armed with a negative r.n the
laws of the Stales, and authority to appoint th-lr Go¬
vernors. It ia also known, thai they found it accessary
to relinquish this magnificent i<ut dangerous schema
being convinced that the I'eople would never acquiesce
in it. In doing this, the word national was every where
stricken out of the draught of the Constitution/and the
Executive and Legislature were then, for the first time
designated by the names ot' President and Congress a?

names appropriate to the federate character of the in¬
strument Hence it has ' een truly said, tint the word
national is an unconstitutional word, ami :t« frequent
use at tins d iv is hut one of many proofs of the ten-
dencv of the Government to degenerate into tintgreat
consolidated mixed monarchy, which the advocates ot

strong Government at first'desired, but dared not re¬

commend to the People.
The causes of this alarming procliv ity are numerous

and steady in their operation. The counter influences
an- few, and rareiv called into action 1 o discover
these, and to increase their efficiency, is the duty of;
every man who desires, in good faith, t'> Msupp 'ft the
Constitution" us :t was, tnd as it was underst >od at the
time, wf.en the oath tosupport it was prescribed. Thus
onlv can v.e <i'Ve «fleet to the compact actually inide
by the People of the States, nnd prevent it frnni being
gradually changed into something to which tliey never

gave their assent.
Among the Conservative features of th? Cunstitu-

tion, there are few, perhaps, of greater efficiency than
those provisions, which make it possible for the Execu-!
tive authority to fail into the bands ofone not actually
selected for iheoflice by a majority of the People, and
who, if the matter were a;jatn relerred to them, might
not be the nun of their choice.
A candid review of our past history will show that

the most prevailing cans? of the increase of Federal,
and espec ially of Executive power, has been the per-
sonal popularity <»f the President. It is nut in Ins
choice to prevent this Mr. Jefferson came into pow er

with the avow ed and honest purpose of correcting Fe¬
deral abuses, and br-akinir down Federal usurpations
He did so, and the confidence of the people in the Fe-
deral Government, which had been shaken by the ex.

travagancies of his predecessor, was restored. Tliey
learned to look on thnt Gnv» rnment as a source o!
much good, and no evil; and the public jealousy being
etVectu illv allayed, be found it hard to carry out Ins
own principles iinst the eagerness of the people t«.!
manifest their confidence in him. The purchase nfi
Louisiana was an instance in which he could n«>t re-

sist the temp'at.ni t-> a r.:?asure so splendid, end so |
popular, though its constitutionality v is more than
doubted hv his friends, r* d perhaps t»v iiisnself.

Mr. M tdison had been, for years, the champion of
Slate Risjnts: and his mfiderate and unambitious tem-:

per was disinclined to the exercise of power. Tlie
same mi^ht lie said ct" M*. Monroe; yet the ng-
grand z-tiir !.' of the Federal Government advanced |
with s.:i rabidity during thi'ir administrations, and
the Consign lion in the kea: l~'i-"> hud received s««

many practical interpretations in favor of liie indefi
mte power and supremacy of the President and Con-
gress, that Mr. J"hn Qiiiney Adams on Ins accession,
did not scruple to lay and-* all reserve; and to declare jthat the true meaning nf^^^Conslitution admitted «:

all the l.ititudinous c«>n;M^:<>ns against which State
Rights men had uniformly protested.
Wei! it was, that this avowal came fmni nne not re-

cogni?ed by the People as the legitimate exponent of
their will In him, who had been advanced to the
Presidency the voU s of a majority, and b\
mean- r> -t calculated to soothe the public mind, this
was fVn< mined as treas »:» !igii>;>t the Constitution:
and. .'.¦r first time in twenty years, u.en were set n
to addrt themselves earnestly to the study of that in¬

strument. Jefferson, Madison and Monroe had been
leaders of the Stale lights Party; and, under their ad¬
ministration, the principles and maxims of that party
had been taken for granted.andforgotten. They were
now revived Madison's Resolutions and Report were in
evi rv body's hands, and the obscure orioles of John
T.ii lor of Caroline, were studied with painful diligence.
The use made by the centralizing party of the powers
ihey wielded, showed at the same time, the practical
value of these principU-*an4maxims. Tin y became the
watchwords of opposition: ;uid the election of General
Jacksin was hailed as the triumph of the State Rights
Party, and the re-establishment of the Constitution on
its true basis.
Whether Andrew Jacks n was a State Rights man

or no, I do not undertake ^o decide. Certain it is, that
the severest blow ever Aimed at the dignity and au¬

thority of the States, was itruck by him. Compare,
I pray you, Sir, the Inaitg.'iral Address of Mr Adams,
his messages and h s measures with the Proclamation,
and remember the acquiescence in the latter of the
very men who had been loudest in their denunciations
of the former. Compare the unanimous concurrence
of the State Rights party in your proposal to repeal
the 23th section of the Judiciary act, with the almost
unanimous support, by the same indiridvals, of the
Force Bill. I speak here of that clause of t!;e Inter
which authorizes a Fede al District Court to remove,
by certiorari, any criminal case from a Slate Court
to a Federal Court, to tie tried there.a process which
at once degrades the State Courts to the same relation
to Federal Tribunals, uliirh the Courts ilaron in Eng
land bear to the Courts of the K>ng. And why was

this submitted to} Was it made necessary by any
emergency f No, Sir. The clauses of the same bill,
wh-ch we're called for by the emergency, were tem¬

porary. They were enacted for the occasion, and
have "expired by their own limitation. The clause of
which I now speak is permanent: a na;l fastened in a
sure place, to rivet the chain that binds the States to
the footstool of Federal power. What becomes of their
sovereignty, when their right to punish, by their own
authority, thoie who offend against their iaw», is sur-

Ala meetingot a portion <>t the Democratic Repub¬

lican party of the County <>f Fauquier, at the Court-
House, on Monday, the -Kith of July, according to

previous public notice, IJ r Philip A. Klipst.ne was

called to the Chair, and .Major J. lloward Withers ap-
pointed Secretary.

After the President had called the meeting to order,
Charles Clinton, Esq ,explained the object ofthe meet¬

ing; and, before he took his seat, offeied tiie following
preamble and resolutions, which, after some discussion,
were adapted by the meeting

V» bereas, it is one of the blessed privileges of the
American p< op!e to assemble, on all proper occasions,
m primary meetings,and confer and interchange tlieir
sentiments, on all questions touching the public wel¬
fare, which may be brought before Congress, and ex¬

press their 6eolimt Bls in regard to such public mea¬

sures.
And whereas, it is the bounden duty ofthe represen¬

tatives ofthe pecpie, in every government which has
for its ohj« ct tlie preservation ot the rights o! the citi¬
zen."the greatest good to the greatest number .and
ihe permanence of her institutions, always to cr.nsuit
the will ofthe people they represent, and carry it out,
so that the acts of tiie legislature may go down to pos¬
terity as the acts of the people themselves, through their
representatives: And whereas, there are suhjects ol
the most vital nnp"rt;ince to Virginia and the entire

South, now Ufider discussion in the Congress of the 1
S , subjects involving \ irgmia's dearest and best in¬
terests, and her fiat d and unalterable rights under the

Constitution.rights she holds dear and sacred, for
whilst they preserve her from anarchy and confusion on

the one side, they protect her from tyranny and oppres¬
sion on the other: therefore,

Resolred, That we believe the extra session of Con¬
fers#, now in progress, unnecrssarv, uncalled-for by
the people, a wasteful expenditure ofthe people's mo-

ney, and that it can be productive of no bt-neficial end,
b: cause the fiscal affairs of the Government were not
in such a condition as to require the intervention of
Congress, as is shown by ihe dissected report of the
Secretary of th* Treasury; and because there was no-

thing else winch required the action of Congress until
its regular session.

Resolred, That the question of a National Bank, now
before Congress, is a measure to which the Democrat¬
ic party of this portion ofourUiuon is much opposed
Because it was a question not put in issue as the an¬

tagonist measure to the Independent Treasury in the
iale Presidential contest, but was studiously kept from
the people by the party now in power, and, consequent,

Resolred, That, in the opinion of this meeting Con¬
gress possesses no Constitutional power to incorporate
a Bank for the I'nited States, either under the dis¬
guise and deceptive name of "Fiscal Agent," or any
other name, which shall have for its object the regu-
htion of the currency of the nation, or to make any
other national currency than gold or silver; whether
the Mother Batik shall be established in the District
of Columbia, or elsew here.

Re.-olrtd, That we believe that a National Bank is
contrary to public policy, opposed to the best interest*
of the States, and subversive ofthe lib^rtv of the citi¬
zen: That it has a tendency to make the Government
more powerful than was intended by the Constitution,
increase Executive patronage, enrich the few out ofthe
earnings of the many, poison and corrupt the public
press, and exercise a ft arful and dangerous influence
over the statesmen of our country; that it would again
exercise an inlluencc unauthorized by the Constitution
over all State institutions, and by its expansions and
contractions operate as a great lever on the whole Union:
at its pleasure humbling the States in the dust, by crip¬
pling their trade and commanding their resources, or

encouraging and pushing them forward in wild and un¬

natural speculations, by overflowing them with a re¬
dundant issue of bank piper.

Resolred, That we most earnestly protest and re¬
monstrate against the incorporation of a Nations! Bank
of any description whatever, whether it be called "Fis¬
cal Agent," Treasury Bank, or by any other name, or
whether it shall be located at the seat of government or

elsewhere.
Resolred, That ifsuch an institution be established by

be distributed have cost the Government much more

than has been received I ruin them; and this scheme,
!»V taking from the Government the only certain source

of revenue, would force Congress to resort lo an in-j
crease of the Tariff.a measure unequal in its effects j
upon the people; and because the whole scheme is in-

tended as a tax by the General Government, which the j
people will pay to discharge the liabilities of the Slates
to British bankers.

PVSS.Vii: OF TIIK HANK CHARTER IV THE SENATE,
The circumstances under which the Bank charter!

passed, deserve a commentary, which we have not
lune to make this evening. There are a few facta to
which we call attention, to mark the character of the
transaction.

First: Tlie charter for this new Government of the.
country, passed the Senate without obtaining the vote

oi the majority of the members of that bodv. There
ire are fifty two members.Tennessee is only half re-

presented in the body, if her lull representation had
voted as the fraction of it voted on the question and the
other dissenting member from the bill (Mr. Clayton);
had been compelled to do his duty, and vote according
to his own sense of his oath, the charier would have
fallen in the Senate.

Next: It .Mr. Henderson had done his duty yester-
day, attended as he was bound to do, and voted, as he j
says he would have voted, according to the dictates of
his conscience, I he compromise, the amendment, would
li.iv- been rejected, and then Messrs. .Merrick and
others, who stood pledged to vote against the bill with¬
out the amendment, would have defeated the measure.

The Bank charter, instead of being passed bv the extra

Congress convened for the purpose, was thus in f.ict
passed by the ahstner. of Mr. Henderson. It ought,
therefore, to read, "lie itenicte'1 by the absence of Mr
Henderson," instead of "be it enacted bv the Senate
and House of Representatives in Congress assembled.'

If the charter should then become effectual to fix
upon the present generation the great moneyed dynasty
pr .posed, it will be the consequence, first, of the cal! of
a mutilated Congress.a Senator from Tennessee yes¬

terday would have stifled the bill.and secondly, of the
conduct of two Senator.*, who absented themselves, and
thus avoided the performance of a duty winch thev ad¬
mit their consciences demanded. The vote of either
would have defeated the bill.

It was carried at last by the vote of Mr. Preston, who
notoriously violates the almost unanimous public senti¬
ment of Ins State.

Will the President sanction a bill thus worked
thro'tgli the Senate, by what Mr. Randolph would term

black leg inanigenient.and containing, as it does be¬

yond ai! question, a full assertion of the power to im¬
pose branches on the States.which has been again and
again pronounced by the President a downright viola¬
tion of the Constitution of the U. S ? We think not
On our return home from the Senate, we were greet¬

ed by a letter from a great man six hundred miles dis-
lint. whose !;rn we have often found reached beyond
nil others, which nukes an assertion on this point. We
have frequently f*>und his assertions, prophecies, and
we publish the following as of that character, and have
it to he tested bv the future: "Ciav tcill r.nt n,.t his
linnkbiU passtd. Tyler trill, reto it.".(iluht.
M< Lr.oii .Front tli* Journal of Commerce wo learn

that McL*od's counsel have determined not to appeal
from tlie late derision of tin* court on the habeas Cor¬

pus. The venue is changed to Utica, where he will
soon be brougnt to trial The Journal of Commerce
says there is .'/to rtnsnnullc liouhl of his acquittal.".
But this, it seems, will not acquit the L'. States. The
Montreal Courier says:
"Great Britain cannot in honor put up with surh

decision, and will not ullnc Mr McLeod to he tried
for an act which h;s Government has assumed as its

own. The time has now arrived when there can he no

m- re dallying about the matter; and if our neighbors
will persist in their assumptions, let them lake the con¬

sequences, for however much we should deprecate a

war with them under d fTercnt circumstances, the soon¬

er we decide tins question the better. England c«uld
not have a better cause; and in Canada we have never

been so well prepared for a trial of strength as at pre¬
sent. A <jain we say, if war must come, let it com** at

once, fori', is very evident that unless we fettle nil our

disputes now, it w:ll be only puttinjjofF the evil dav to
a period when we miy not be so well prepared to di-ai
with our v ilful and headstrong neighbors."
